The University o( New Brum» 
Vick, commonly referred to as 
UJ^.B., is situated on a hill over- 
looking Fredericton. the provincial 
^capltal AIt^ haa only 350 students, 
bÙt'^itSTeputâtlon is remarkable. 
■■ lis Forestry course ranks second 
or tiiird on the continent. 11 has 
the first Forçât Entomology depart- 
ment in Canada. lt£ Science and 
Engineering students command the 
highest respect everywhere. Its 
Arts department is now very good. 
The Seniors arc continually being 
offered scholarships and jobs. U.N.B. 
men are found all over the world. 
. Its campus is above the city of 
Fredericton on a sloping hill which 
won for it the name ' Up the Hill." 
Its campus is studded with trees 
and paths. Around a general rec- 
tangle arc nine buildings of which 
one is a residence. They are all 
made of brick except the Arts 
Building which is made of granite, 
Fredericton reminds one more of a 
big town than a city. AH the streets 
arc lined with huge trees and 
bounding the city is the beautiful 
mile wide SL John River winding 
down to the sea. There aro no 
emoky factories in the vicinity. An 
Ideal setting, a city with a small 
town's environment. 
''As to the buildings on the cam- 
pus. The Lady Beaverbrook Resi- 
dence holds fifty-five boys, but the 
luxuriousncss of lis quarters equals 
.any residence In Canada. A beauii- 
<ul six^ loot swimming pool is at- 
tached which is open to all stu- 
dents. 

The Library is a beautiful build- 
ing with slack accommodation for 
lOO.tMO volumes. Reading and study 
rooms are available. 

The Forestry and Geology Build- 
ing is one of the most up to date 
buildings on the campus. It Is given 
over primarily to those depart- 
ments. 

The historic Arts building is the 
eldest university building in Can- 
ada. It is to-day centre tor all stu- 
dents to gather between lectures. 

Memorial Hall holds the Physics 
•nd Chemistry departments. It also 
has a beautiful auditorium with 
stained glass windows where the 
£ncoenia or graduation exercises 
*re held as well as many other so- 
Kial functions. 

In addition there is the Engineer- 
ing building, the new Forest En- 
tomology building and the remodel- 
ed !oId gym now used by the R.C. 
A;F.,' but which will be turned over 
to the engineering department after 
the war. 

The pride and joy of the campus 
is the new, massive Lady Bèaver- 
brook Gymnasium. It is a complete 
athletic plant with no superior in 
Canada. It has complete accommo- 
dation for all types of sport. Two 
thousand people at a time have wit- 
nessed evenls In it. Both sides of 
the building are made up largely 
of glass brick. Every feature pos* 
Bible is combined In this structure. 
The C.O.T.C. has quarters in the 
basement as well as a shooting 
tangc. U.N.B. has the largest CO. 
T.C. unit in the Maritimes. 

A few hundred yards from the 
eampus is College Field. Two large 
xirandsUnds flank the football, field. 
In winter the college has its own 
•kating rink. ' 

'U.N.B. has nine organized sports. 
Football, Tennis, Badminton, Bas- 
ketball, Hockey, Swimming. Ski- 
Ing, Boxing and Track. U.N.B. is 
Iponeering in Badminton and Ski- 
ing in the MariUmes. Our sporting 
record has been very good, in' fact,

The impromptu debating con- 
test for the Reford Challenge 
Cup is to be held on Thursday, 
February 5. This cup, presented 
annually, is intended to encour- 
age impromptu public speaking 
among the members of the De- 
bating Union Society. 

The cup, which must rest pcr- 
niancnlly with the Dcbutini; 
Union Society, but which will 
have the names of (he winners 
inscribed, is lo be competed for 
under the following conditions: 

The Executive of the Society 
shall select four of its members to 
take part in the debate. AU such 
selection must be based upon con- 
siderations of abilities above all in 
the matter of facility in the field of 
impromptu speaking, and of the 
progress those chosen have made in 
this respect during their college 
career, and their membership in 
the Siciety. If there are not, in 
the opinion of the Executive, four 
prospective candidates who arc suf- 
ficiently equal in their ability, only 
two may be selected lo compete for 
the cup.' 

Will Be Open Meeting. 

The Executive of the Society is at 
full liberty to choose whatsoever 
time and place it may desire for 
the holding of the contest, except 
that the debate must be open to 
all . who should wish trv-be present 
at it 

The subject 'of the debate is to 
be written on four separate slips of 
paper, and each shall designate in 
what order the recipient shall 
speak, and whether it is the affirm- 
ative, or the negaUve of the subject 
that he is to uphold.

PeoplesFonim 
Hears Orchard 

Address on 
Religion Given 
. Last Night 

The essence of religion, which all 
religions seek in some way or other 
is the "union of the soul with God," 
was the thesis of Dr. William Or 
chard's address lo the People's 
Forum last night. He spoke in the 
High School of Montreal. 

Religion is enUrely necessary and 
important, its importance depend 
ing upon whether we regard relt 
gion it^If as an essential the 
speaker stated. Religion does not 
seem to be essential to a growing 
number of people today he said, 
adding that as it were in the 
trough of a wave, between two 
worlds, .pne .of ..which is dead and 
the oUier is struggling to l>e bom. 
Unalile to accept, certain tradition- 
al beliefs, we have not yet arrived 
at the place where religion is an in- 
dividual, intellectual, conviction, as 
far as the mass of people are con- 
cerned. 

Dr. Orchard admitted that relig- 
ïon was supersUtious, but that was 
nothing to its discredit. It happens, 

he said, that many people who arc 
not religious are often more super- 
stitious than those who arc. Such 
people have their pet superstitions, 
believing in mascots, certain signs, 
astrology, etc. 

It has been discovered recently 
thai religion has been the source 
and inspiration of all great art. ac- 
cording to the speaker. The dance 
and the drama, for Instance, were 
expressions of the primitive reli- 
gious conscience. They were Imi- 
tations of the life the Gods were 
supposed lo lead. The same is true 
of great architecture, music, and 
great literature. Religion was the 
inspiration of all. The moment that 
art ceases to be motivated by. relig- 
ion it declines, dies or goes mad. 
Dr.' Orchard declared. Modern mu-

Historians Hear 
Geoffrey Cooke 

Revolutionary 
Journalism Is 
Topic of Talk 

Last, nighl Geoffrey Cooke dis- 
cussed "Journalism as a vehicle of 
revolutionary thought", with spe- 
cial reference to (he' years 17S8 to 
1648. ^ This talk . was - given .in the 
home of Dr. Held to members of 
the class taking History 8. 

In his discussion of journalism, 
he divided the subject up into three 
broad classifications; firsUy that 
branch of Journalism controlled by 
the evangelists -of . constitutional 
monarchy, and having the support 
of the middle classes. The second 
group of journalists were the pro- 
tagonists of a moderate republican- 
ism, and the third were the extreme 
republicans, holding the support of 
the wbrldng classes. 

After this he discussed tlie im- 
portanice of journalism in fairly 
general terms and went on lo dis- 
cuss the effect of depression upon 
It. In this discussion he emphasized 
that, in those, times, 'yellow' Journ- 
alism was rampant,' giving as an 
example CamiUe des Moulins, who, 
in his paper, pilloried Hebcrt as "A 
creature that got drunk on the drip- 
pings of the gumotine.*? . :

Delay in Blood 
Bank Explained 

Only Those Over 
21 Now Needed, 
McNair States 

The McGill Blood Bank Commit 
tee, through iU chairman, Frank 
McNair, last night preferred an cx 
plahaUon calculated lo answer some 
of the recent criticisms levied at 
the slowness with which blood 
donors are being called upon. 

McNair explained Uiat owing to 
technical rulings, only donors over 
the age of 21 are being accepted for 
the present McGill men are donat- 
ing blood at the rate of five a week, 
he added. 

The statement was made as a di- 
rect answer to a recent letter pub- 
lished in. Uie "bally." This letter 
drew attention to the fact that al- 
tKoiigK ôverTÔO'men and coeds had 
volunteered as blood donors, no one 
wlUj^hom Uie letter's author was 
pei^nally acquainted had as yet 
received his calL 

McNair explained that it had been 
known at the lime of the drive lhat 
this local Red Cross's limited facili- 
ties would necessitate that a small 
number of donors be taken each 
week. This factor, combined to Uio 
official Blood Drive policy ot re- 
stricting volunteers to male stu- 
dents and men over the age. of 
twenty-one so long as the supply 
exceeds the demand, U held respon- 
sible for Uie apparent delay in call- 
ing the many donors who signed 
up- 

A good deal of criticism has been 
offered on Ihe campus lately, In 
view of the high-powered drive 
held to secure volunteers before 
Christmas. Those who signed up, 
however, arc warned that they wUl 
be called just as soon as the supply 
of Uiose falling into the present of- 
ficial category Is exhausted.

Last night hordes of coeds, 
artsmen and other lower forms 
of life were permitted to pa.<s 
the sacred portals of the engin- 
eering building 'to witness a 
pair of British pre-war docu- 
mentary movies,- dealing large- 
ly wiUi slum reconstruction, 
and general social advances In 
modern England and Scotland. 

The first reel. "Forty Million 
People," covered the whole 
cycle of social Improvements 
for the poorer classes fa the 
British Isles, touching on Un- 
employment insurance, free 
medical services and child xvcl- 
fare centres, these latter rang- 
ing the whole way from clfairs 
to nursary schools. 

Finally, the focus of the fihn 
was brought round to the pro- 
blems of slum clearance and 
ideal city planning, the subjects 
which principally led to the 
showing of these films by the 
Architects' Undergraduate So- 
ciety. Here the causes that led 
up to the formation of slums 
were traced through, followed 
by some of the most perfect 
sordid shots ever taken to in- 
duee-a- messlcis suicide,-.Then.a . 
series of modern apartment 
houses were shown and a few 
examples of tiie new 'Garden 
Cities' so familiar to the English 
countryside in any of the larger 
industrial areas. 

After this there was a short 
intermission while the reels 
were changed, and a small 
group of uncultured artsmen, 
who had come lo disturb the 
peace and enjoyment of their 
belters, began to shout fa 
unison, 'We want Micky Mouse.' 
These, however, were soon sil- 
enced, and the show continued 
with a reel, showing how Scot- 
land had adapted Itself to mod- 
ern conditions, both industrially 
and socially.

No Joke 



About five weeks ago, the Toronto Var- 
sity put out what it termed a "Black 
Issue," which we believe stands as one of 
the best efforts put forth by any college 
paper this year. Except for the editorial 
columns and the words "A Grim Hypo- 
thesis," at the top of page 1, the entire 
issue is based on the idea that practically 
all of Eastern Canada has been conquered 
in a surprise attack by the Nazis, and that 
the mopping-up process is proceeding with 
dispatch in the West, 

To a few people, all this was probably 
screamingly funny. There are such people. 
But to the Varsity staff, who wc happen 
to know, had to practically move Heaven 
and earth to get it printed, and to the ma- 
jority of its thinking readers, this issue 
was anything but humorous. On the con- 
trary it was deadly serious. Its purpose, 
as the editorials indicated, was to impress 
upon the minds of the students, the fact 
that a Nazi invasion and conquest of this 
countrj' is anything but a pipc-drenm. 

The Vanity version of the attack is 
that it started throughout Canada at a 
zero-hour (over the week-end, as usual) 
when trained and equipped fifth-column- 
ists systematically took over all important 
radio stations, transport centres, and utili 
ties plants. A strong unit of the Gcrm.i'n 
-Luftwaffe, based on secret fields in North 
em Ontario and Quebec, bombed Toronto 
and Montreal, refueling en route at an 
Eastern Ontario airfield which had been 
taken over at the appointed hour. Naval 
ynits opened a concerted attack on the 
Eastern ports, at the same time that troop 
transports were landing their loads along 
the St.^ Lawrence. The elements of utter 
surprise'^and complete unpreparedncss for 
air attack made the task of the Nazi 
simple one, and what little resistance there 
was, was broken practically overnight.. 

Special attention was paid to the uni- 
versities — they were closed. Students were 
penned within the grounds by barbed wire 
and machine-gun units, until they should 
have, faced an examining board which 
would determine whether or not their sym 
■ pathies were with the "New Order." The 
extreme in realism is reached in the Var- 
sity notice that "any students dcmonstrat 
ing at the funeral of the former President 
of thil University this afternoon, will be 
shot." 

At first reading, all of this will seem 
slightly unbelievable. But we sincerely 
urge you to think it over, and try to realize 
just how easily it might come true. We 
Canadians have been far too prone to for- 
get that a few thousand miles of sea is no 
longer an insuperable barrier. And our 
armies have been constantly on the defen 
sivo simply because Hitler has continually 
done things wo didn't believe he could do 
Wc have in Canada, at present, a-maxi- 
mum of around 400,000 men, of all the 
armed forces. Almost half of these are 
militia reserves, half-trained and ill- 
equipped. Probably less than 25,000 have 
ever been under fire. We have plenty of 
pilota, true, but many of them lack combat 
training, and we cannot help wondering 
how many first-line, decently armored 
combat planes there would be available in 
any case. 

It would be well for us to remember 
that Canada would be a rich prize for Hit

It would be Grossly Neglectful if, in our 
consideration of the various Intriguing Courses 
offered by the University, we made no men 
tlon of Physics 1, or, as it is sometimes known, 
Physics 2. Here is a Course whicH really make 
you Think, besides being PracUcal in many 
other ways. Physics 1 (or 2) should not escape 
your consideration in picking future Classes, 
for it Invariably receives the highest commen 
dation (Condemnation, etc.) from those who 
have previously taken it, and may become very 
attached to the Course after a few years. An 
integral part of the makeup of the Complete 
College Man is that he has taken Physics at 
least once. 

The Official Calendar is somewhat obscure 
on the division of Physics Into Physics 1 and 
2. There are, however, innumerable Consoling 
Reasons for this, the chief of these belng.a con- 
solation for Freshmen, who can register in 
Physics 2, and thus have their Egos bolstered 
by this semblance of Advance. Do not be de- 
luded by this show of Progress, Physics 1 and 
2 arc the same course, almost. Another reason 
for the division is to glvé those who pluck in 
it the first time a choice ot some slight diver- 
sion In the following Year. Both these consid- 
erations are there for a definite purpose; to the 
Ultimate Benefit otjtite^Student. 

Physics is fundamentally a Course of the 
utmost Simplicity, If you know anything about 
It. The first essential in ^securing a Thorough 
Grasp of Physics is to learn a completely new 
set of Units, and new ways of . doing things. 
You will learn that, as is usual, much of your 
Preliminary Education has toybe Unlearnt, and 
that no longer are things measured in Inches, 
Yards and Rods; but, to make things easier, 
the Physicist has Invented a new set of Sym- 
bols and Units, from the utterly insignificant 
Mu (pronounced mu) to the grossly significant 
Llghtyear. Here is a simple table In Physics, 
which will show the convenience ot these units, 
and their many, applications: 

40 Slugs— 1 Erg. 
63.5 Ergs— 9 Jewels 
0.003 Jewels— 7.6563 Carrots 
3.8 X 10-3 Carrots— 81 Dines. 

These are of great importance and conven* 
lence, In figuring out some startling Physical 
conceptions as How High is Up. 

Invaluable, and Consoling, in later life are 
the far-reaching Physical conslderaUons affect' 
ing a Body, falling through space at the rate 
of 32 ergs-jewel-sec-sec-etc If you ever have 
the misfortune to tumble Irom an Aerojdane, 
you can relieve the boredom ot the fall by fig' 
urlng out. by means of Physics, how far from 
the Ground you will be when you hit. (Note: 
It Is Interesting to observe that the Physicist is 
wholly concerned with "Bodies" unlike Alge- 
bra, whose sole consideration was always "a 
Man," who performed in a number of Remark- 
able Ways. 

Physics is Intriguing in many other ways 
than described above. It is possible, by Phy- 
sics, to figure out many remarkable things 
about moving Cars, Bodies, etc., and other slip- 
ping objects, by merely drawing a number of 
Arrows in different directions, and from this, 
guessing which way the car wQI m6ve, by 
joining Hit Arrows to one another. This trick 
was invente<{ by a man named Vector, who, 
like many Physicists, commemorated the dis 
covery by naming it after himself. This is to 
be oibserved in many remarkable cases: as Mr. 
Oram's memorable Invention, and that of Herr 
Centimeter, and many others. One must never 
confuse these Scientific Egotists with Sir J, 
Jeans, whose only contribuUon was to name a 
Habiliment. 

Physics Is greatly coi^Mtpied, as are most ot 
'US, with Significant XlguruC^' Sb^ means ot this

"... the Harvard University 
Football Club received a challenge 
from Uie FootbaU Club ot McGill 
University, to play a series ot Rugby 
matches; and it was agreed that the 
first should be under the Harvard 
rules, and the second under Mc- 
Gill's modified English Rugby rules. 
The first match ot three games 
(periods) was played on Jar\'ls 
Field on May H, 1874. Originally 
there were to be fifteen men on a 
side, but the number was reduced 
to eleven because four of the Mc< 
Gill men were unable to leave 
Montreal. The Canadians wore neat 
striped Jerseys and caps, shaming 
the Harvardlan dark pants, white 
undershirts, and magenta handker- 
chiefs; but Harvard contributed 
some "plays" unknown to English 
Rugby, which enabled them to win 
the first match and to hold McGill 
to a scoreless tie in the second. The 
'gate* of a few hundred dollars was 
pleansantly spent in giving the 
Canadians a champagne banquet at 
the Parker House. 

A return match which the Har- 
vard University FootbaU Club play- 
ed at Montreal in October weaned 
Harvard from her peculiar Boston 
rules to the game from which Am- 
erican football has developed."

Morning dawned clear and bright 
over the sleepy, sprawling city of 
Manila. rNatiye laborers began to 
drive , their lumbering water buf- 
fialoes to the rice fields near the 
suburbs, while the busy traffic of 
commerce began to flow along the 
yellow muddy Paslg River, which 
runs through the city. In the old 
walled town near the river's mouth, 
in the shadow of old Fort Santiago, 
people coming from morning mass 
were suddenly sUrtled to hear the 
sound of gun-fire echoing down 
Manila Bay. Looking across the 
sparkling waters of the harbor, 
some time later, they were even 
more startled to see strange battle 
cruisers open 'fire on the proiid 
ships^ of the Çpanish fleet . wiiiisii 
were riding there at anchor. T' 

It was the morning of May 1, 1888. 
Hie citizens of Manila had been 
completely unaware ^.of the. prox- 
imity of the ^,Am|^eu£nuadron un- 
der ■ the /cMfflSwfptf Admiral 
Dewey, which liad so abruptly shat- 
tered the morning calm. They did 
not know that the cruisers had en- 
tered the South Channel, at 11.30 
the night before wrt^^i^^ lighU 




masked and gun crews ready for 
action,. and had successfully run by 
the menacing shore batteries. Pro 
ceeding at slow speed down the bay, 
the squadron was now being sue 
ccsslvely fired upon by the three 
Manila shore batteries and the two 
batteries from Cavile, ten miles 
from the city. 

With the Admiral's flagship, the 
"Olympia,"., proudly In the lead, 
Dewey made history with his 
famous orders to his captain! "You 
may fire when you are ready. Grid 
ley." Immediately the attack was 
launched. Shuttling back and forth 
from, .east to west in the harbor, 
the Spanish fleet was raked with 
fire at 2,000 yards, and in a few 
hours was reduced to an Inferno of 
blazing hulks. The Americans had 
sunk seven Spanish units as well 
as numerous barges and naval 
launches, and had killed or wound' 
ed 381 men without the loss of one 
of their own ships or lA'en. 

In one hard, daring stroke, Dewey 
had crushed Spanish sea power in 
the east and had captured the capl 
tal of the Philippines, a teeming 
city of 620,000 people.^ Later, he be 
came master of the entire archl 
pelago, .the exact position of which 
most Americans at home had only 
the faintest Idea, and were prompt 
ed to resort to dusty atlases -with 
wiioops of patriotic fervor. "It was 
the ceaseless routine of hard .work 
and preparation 'in time '.qf peace 
that won . Manila," ...wrote < Dtwey 
later, and 'added, "it looked so easy 
after it was. all done." 

And comparatively easy it had 
■been, for the prize which was won. 
Now,- the- United States held the 
entire 7,083 Philippine islands; the 
large island of Luzon to the north 
like a split sack pouring out the 
rest of the islands like rice to the 
southward, and all their rich spoils. 
The Islands were populated by 
about six milllo'n Filipinos at that 
time, ranging from the city dwel- 
lers to the savage'-, cannlbaUstlc 
Moro and Igôint tribesmen in the 
hUls. 

Following the close of the Span- 
ish-American war, the islands' new 
owners set aboutjmproying their 
new. possession. InflMl?^ Ameri- 
can^ school'îteacheniv landed at Man- 
ila,' and were soon hard at. work 
guiding the population along the 
rocky road ot learning, teaching 
their new pupils to say "Mary had 
a litUe lamb" instead of "Maria had 
a little lamp." Manila . began the 
painitul process of modernization- 
new sanitation systems were install- 
ed and new American style build- 
ings of stone began to rise from the 
rows of ilua* and ih« low, wU(« 



Spanish mansions. The city began 
to expand through the encircling 
ring of mango groves, nipa shacks, 
cockpits and 'rice fields cultivated 
by the Filipino farmer and his 
lumbering caraboo. 

Along^ the dirty Pasig River, 
where native cascos and canoes 
were moored midst the floating 
masei of green plants and rafts of 
cocoanuts. freightcra from* every 
country of the world began to -ar- 
rive to exchange goods. for famous 
Manila hemp." Later, marble white 
air-cooled structures were towering 
over broad, tree-lined Dewey Boule- 
vard, which runs along the water- 
front Radio stations be^san to blare 
forth in many various tonguu, and 
in downtown night cluBs cultured 
Filipino couples danced through the 
night. The population increased to 
sixteen millions or more, and- the 
inhabitants began to appreciate the 
better health, social freedom ' and 
equality which was offorded them. 
Manila became known, as' "the 
cleanest city in the OrleiiL" 

The old fort of Cavite, which has 
been a naval base since time im- 
memoriai, was subjected to com 
plete military modernization. The 
mighty fortress on Corregidor was 
immeasurably strengthened. This 
rocky island guarding .Manila Bay 
had resembled a stone battleship, 
and the effect was heightened by 
the careful carving of army en 
gineers and the addition of grey 
masts and turrets. Deep In thé rock 
were stored large quantities of fuel, 
food, water and 'means for malting 
light. The 8,000 civilian workers on 
Corregidor rarely left their island 
home, and their children grew up 
and lived for years without setting 
foot on the mainland. Calmly they 
lived in their' own. self-contained 
world, with its strange street car 
system on which evërybody rides 
free. 

Life went on- normally, too, on 
the other islands. The savage 
typhoons continued 'to harass the 
inhabitants, defying even Yankee 
ingenuity, as they were the only 
things which had not been exposed 
to improvement.. New. ways of liv- 
ing mingled with the old— modern 
enlightenment view with such saga- 
log superstition as saying, "Excuse 
nie" when throwing something out 
of the window In order to locate 
any spirits which might have been 
hit by the missile. Under their own 
President Manuel Luis Querzon 
Molina, tho Philippines were sched- 
uled by the "Fydings-McDuffie Act 
to set up their own republic in 
1946. . 

Then President Quezon assured 
his country's loyalty: "President 
Roosevelt knows that he can count 
on me and my government and ir.y 
people to the bitterest end." For 
war clouds were hovering over the 
peaceful Islands once again. Calm 
and optimistic, the Filipinos waited 
for the new wave of attack which 
they knçw was impending. Other 
eyes, slanted and greedy, were 
watching them.

Dewey's brilliant engagement Man- 
ila was again attacked, this time 
from the air, and this time by her 
treacherous northern "neighbors," 
the Japanese. Invasion landing par- 
ties arrived at Lingayen Gulf to the 
north of Luzon idaiid. The blow had 
fallen. Pushed back by the shock, 
gallant Filipinos and U.S. marines 
fought a losing bKttle against su- 
perior forces. On Jan. 2, Manila, 
liaving been declared an open city, 
flnaUy fell to the invaders. With it 
went the U.S. air. base, at Nichols 
Field, and aoon after the fortress at 
Cavite. 

Fighting a skilful rearguard ac- 
tion. General Douglas MacArthur 
fell back to the southward. Cross- 
ing Manila Bay ' to the west, the 
southern part of his army joined 
the main force on Bàtaân Penin- 
sula. In this mountainous sector 
they are now in a position to aid 
Corregidor Island in guarding the 
entrance to Manila Bay. Hie Japs 
have overrun most of Luzon in 27 
days. 

To Americans at home, too, "it 
looked so easy after it was all 
done." The entire American and 
allied position in the east was now 
in Jeopardy. With Hong Kong and 
Singapore, Manila had constituted 
part of the "tripod of Anglo-Saxon 
power In the east." With two legs 
of the tripod suddenly pulled from 
beneath the system, was the third 
leg able to stand by itself? This 
was the question troubling' the 
minds of the embattled allies this 
weiek, with reinforcements begin- 
ning to filter 'into the theatre of 
conflict To many the echo of little 
Manuel Quezon's words whispered 
In the background— we« this for the 
PhiUppines indeed the "bitterest 
end?"
